1—Senate and .house adjourned shortly before 2 a m 
The 


senate to meet again Jan. 17 when Governor-elect James will be 
inaugurated, the house a day earlier. 


2—The house elected Ellwood J, Turner, Delaware, Republican 


speaker and gave two readings to a $12,000,000 relief appropriation 
bill and lour measures transferring $34,000,000 from state funds to 
the treasury. 


3—The senate, in session continuously for 13 hours, elected Sen 


Frederick T. Ge|der, Susquehanna Republican, president pro tern- 
pore and thus gave the Republicans senate legislative control. The 
Democrats retained patronage control, however, by electing all sen- 
ate officials but the president pro tem. The Republican victory 
came when Democratic Sen. William J. Eroe, Lawrence county de- 
serted the Democrats to vote for Gelder. With that one exception 
he voted Democratic.

When Zona Gale died last week, the small towns of the mid- 


West lost their kindliest fictional champion of recent memory, Sinclair 
Lewis and his fellows have presented Main Street and Hick's Corners 
with satire and sermons; Zona Gale offered rustic quaintness without 
bitterness, condescension or restlessness. She lived in a small Wiscon- 
sin town, and with photographic mellowness portrayed the type of life 
about her. 


She was not a great novelist, nor a literary artist. Yet she avoid- 


ed the other extreme of pandering .and cheap popularizing. 
While she 


kept even good indoctrination out of her writings, in private life she was 
active in feminist and other social problems. Only one of her works, 
'Miss Lulu Belt," concerning a provincial spinster, won contemporary 
renown. 


She made her first little book at seven, and at the time of her 


death at 64 was still writing. During this long career many other fiction- 
ists fell in with a trend of smartness, sophistication, debunking, problem- 
solving; she kept reminiscent the lavender and old lace school of living.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—President 


Roosevelt served notice to the na- 
tion in unmistakable terms today 
that he intends to continue govern- 
ment spending in order to relieve 
unemployment, and to Increase pro- 
duction and consumption. 


Turning to the subject of domestic 


affairs in his opening message to 
congress, the president said: 


" . . . We suffer from a great un- 


employment of capital. Many people 
have the idea that as a nation we 
are overburdened with debt and are 
spending more than we can afford. 
Despite our federal government ex- 
penditures the entire debt of our 
national 
economic system, 
public 


and private together, Is no larger to- 
day than it was in 1929, and the 
interest thereon is far less than It 
was in 1929. 


"The object is to put capital- 


private as well as public—to work 


Not Logical 


"Therefore, it does not seem log- 


ical- to me. at the moment we seek 
to increase production and con- 
sumption, for the federal govern- 
ment to consider a drastic curtail- 
ment of its own investments . . . 


"If government activities are fully 


maintained, there Ls a good prospect 
of our becoming an eighty billion 
dollar country in n very short time. 
With such a national income, pres- 
ent tav laws will yield enough each

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Committee Condemns 
W. P. A. Political Activity

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The sen- 


ate committee which investigated 
last 
November's elections in 
an 


omnibus report 
today condemned 


WFA for "unjustifiable political ac- 
tivity" in a campaign allegedly spot- 
ted with irregularities—and recom- 
mended stringent means to prevent 
recurrences. 


The unanimous report, which will 


bo scrutinized be-fore the senate acts 
on confirmation 
of Former 
WPA 


Administrator Harry L. Hopkins as 
secretary of commerce, made no 
mention of his direction of the huge 
federal relief agency. 
The report 


simply set forth purported evidence 
of WPA 
political 
activity, which 


conflicted with statements made by 
Hopkins drnying such activity.

Pennsylvania Cited 


Playing its heaviest fire on Ken- 


tucky, Tennessee and Pennsylvania, 
the committee condemned diversion 
of 
congressional!}' - a p p r o priated 


funds "for the relief of those in 
need and distress . . . from those 
high purposes to political ends." 


To help prevent future political 


activity in relief set-ups, the com- 
mittee urged legislation creating a 
permanent "watch dog"—a 
senate 


committee to constantly investigate 
campaign expenditures; prohibiting 
political contributions by relief ad- 
ministrators or relief rollers, and 
tightening the criminal code to pre- 
vent solicitation of campaign funds. 


Other legislative recommendations 


of the committee would make it a 
felony for any one to deprive an 
individual 
of work-relief 
benefits 


for 
political reasons, and 
would 


make disclosure of names on federal 
relief 
'oils to any one connected 


with a political campaign a misde- 
meanor. 
Further, said the com- 


mittee, the size of political contri- 
butions should be limited, and can- 
didates should be required to re- 
port to the senate on primary elec- 
tion receipts and expenditures. Only 
final elections reports are required 
now.

When 
the 
dwindling supply of 


-wildlife reached the alarming state 
of near extermination—in some in- 
stances, the complete exterpation of 
a species—only a .score of years ago 
•within our state, legislative action 
became necessary to halt the wan- 
ton destruction. 
A few couragous, 


far-sighted 
individuals combatted 


tremendous opposition in order to 
eliminate the wholesale 
slaughter 


and preserve for posterity the wild 
life, which we as outdoor re-crea- 
tionists of today value far higher 
than a few pounds of meat. 


Protection on paper meant little, 


however; market hunters continued 
*to ravage the herds 
and 
flocks. 


Many persons believed the game and 
fish laws just another act of the 
state to deprive them of, what they 
believed to be their privilege. Regu- 
lar civil law enforcing officers, who 
were charged with the enforcement 
of the acts could not, or would not, 
give the protection required. 


Therefore, a new type of law en- 


forcing officer was placed into serv- 
ice—the Game and Fish Wardens- 
officers whose sole duties were the 
protection of game and fish. These 
field officers deserve recognition for 
the splendid resells achieved over 
seemingly insurmountable obstacles. 
The force has always been inade- 
quate in numbers; many of them are 
not paid, and those who are on sal- 
ary receive a very insufficient wage 
in" comparison with the responsibil- 
ity with which they must bear. 


'The regular salaried field officer 


has a territory ranging in size from 
400 to 1000 square miles in which 
he must administer protection and 
supervision. It is his lot to be called 
to meet all kinds of situations re- 
lating to game and fish—at times, 
•Serious offenses such as dynamiting 
fish or jacklighting deer necessitates 
the dangerous job of rounding up a 
gang of poachers, who may, to save 
their own hides resort to bodily in- 
jury to escape 
the 
consequences. 


Several of the state's officers have 
been killed in the performance of 
their duty; one feerless game pro- 
tector lost his life in Lawrence coun- 
ty a numbcv of years ago after met- 
ing out justice to a lawless char- 
acter. 


Other phases of the protector's 


work is that of feeding game and 
building shelters during s e v e r e 


weather conditions when game is 
hard put to secure sustenance, war- 
ring on predators which make a 
practice of destroying game in con- 
centration areas; restocking of de- 
pleted covers; and, which is of great 
importance, fostering a 
spirit of 


good will between the land owners 
and the sportsmen. 
j 


A game protector must be an ef- 


ficient law enforcing officer as well 
as a diplomat, and nature lover to be 
successful in the pursuit of his du- 
ties. 
He has been unjustly hated, 


maligned, and accused of partiality 
by unscrupulous persons who pro- 
bably have run afoul4\vith the laws 
at one time or another, and are bent 
on discrediting the officer's integ- 
rity of purpose. 


The true sportsmen must realize 


that the game protector is his best 
ally and is working for his own in- 
terests. 
Every license holder has 


invested in the business of wildlife 
preservation and therefore owns a 
share in the 
privileges 
connected 


therewith. Those sportsmen, in the 
form of organizations and federa- 
tions, enact, laws or contribute to 
the actions of the Game and Pish 
Commissions 
to 
further common 


benefits. The Game Protector is the 
sportsmen's agent in administering 
for the common good, and should 
be co-operated with as such. 


Vandals who take game outside of 


seasons, kill protected species, or 
overshoot the bag limits are robbing 
those who buy licenses and respect 
the laws. They are in 
the same 


category as the perpatrators of other 
civil outlawry and should be pun- 
ished in a like 
manner. 
In 
too 


many cases the knowledge of game 
and fish law violators are shielded 
from a mistaken sense of honor and 
the game hog goes on stealing from 
the million honest sportsmen. 


The Game Protectors want your 


cooperation in combatting this type_ 
of sport. He can not be present at 
every 
violation 
within 
his 1000 


square miles of territory. It is for 
your interest that he is working and 
your assistance will aid materially in 
reduction of violations and a re- 
sultant increase in game.
